The foreign consumer is paying con- 
siderably more a pound than we arc, 
but at least, he is getting it. Peo- 
ple in this country would gladly pay 
more than the present price if the 
sugar were in the retail market. 


There are importers in this coun- 


try who have large supplies of 
sugar on hand bought for export 
trade, which they would sell for 
domestic, use were it not for the 
fact that the price they had to 
pay for it is in excess of the price 
they would have to sell it for at 
home. 


Federal Pood Administrator Wil- 


liams of New York has advanced a 
plan to amend the regulations gov- 
erning the sale of sugar in this 
country, so as to allow a dealer 
who bonght for export to sell the 
sugar here at a price hut slightly 
greater than he paid. 
He first 


would be required, however, to show 
what it cost him at the refinery, who 
has handled it and the basis of tho 
profit, he demands. 
If such a plan 


were pushed to reality tho vexing 
situation might commence to clear.

post three or four feet high, and placed 
in tho centre of the backyard grass 
plot 


If yon have no backyard run a board 


in the' same way only making it about 
three feet long by one wide and fasten 
it to a window sill. 


If you are regular in feeding (and 


this should be done before 10 o'clock 
in tho morning) you will soon have all 
sorts of chirping visitors to watch and 
make friends with. For 
birds learn 


quickly where food Is to be found and 
being creatures of Instinctive habits 
return again and again to the same 
place.

And tho running of your bird board- 


ing house kitchen need be of no added 
expense. • Make choice of table scraps 
before they are thrown into the gar- 
bage. 


Boiled .potatoes, chopped up, ground 


meat, bread, cake crumbs, lettuce and 
parsley used as garnishing, celery tops, 
carrot1 tops, fat trimmed from steaks 
and chops, squash and pumpkin seeds 
all are food for some variety of bird. 


Let the children start a bird board- 


ing house this winter, mother. H will 
Leach them much besides giving them 
a new Interest.

DIRECTIONS FOR USING STEAM SIZE ANTHRACI 


IN DOMESTIC HEATERS AND STOVES 


"Small sizes with a little care, can be burned suc- 


cessfully in connection with tlie Inrgcr sizes of Anthracite. 
When banking the fire for the night spread a small amount 
of Pea or Buckwheat over the top of tho fire, being care- 
ful to leave a thin bright spot at the sitla or back of tho 
fuel bed. In mild weather some Pea or Buckwheat may 
ho used during the day. A hcd of ashes should be cnrried 
on the £rale to prevent the fine coal from running through 


/ the ash pit. The amount of Pea or Buckwheat that can 


be successfully burned will depend upon tho draft available 
nnd the care exercised'in firing, but there should be little 
difficulty in using one shovelful of Small Coal'to fonr of 
the coarser coal.

Storagfr—Provide a place for this poal in your cellar, 


either a separate box or coal bin. Don't mix it with tho 
larger size coal. Have a place for each size. 


Day Mixture—Fire one shovelful to thrco or four of 


larger size. 


Night Mixture—Use more smnll than large coal when 


banking fire .it night. This coal will keep well and will not 
give out as wuc'u heat. Find by trial how much yon need 
to keep firo all night. Find by trial how to set the dampers 
to make the fire keep. Don't close furnace until tho flame 
appears on top of the coal. 


With a furnace of ample size and good draft small 


size conl can bo burned alone with good results. Start the 
fire with wood and large size coal. 
New grates are not 


needed. Shake down ashes when flre is hot. Slop shaking 
nsh when first live coal appear. Always leave some nsho.s 
on the grate.

Small size roal will replace from 10 to 30 per cent, of 


the larger sizes.

During the groat war, when all 


of us were keyed to a high pilch 
of patriotic fervor 
find 
cmolion, 


labor and capital clasped hands and 
marched forward together to face a 
cci:nifu.i enemy. 
There vfere opti- 


mists who predicted the war would 
he followed by a new era of good 
feeling 
in 
America. 
But they 


reckoned without human nature. 


No sooner 
had - the 
armistice 


'been signed, no sooner had the dan- 
ger to our civilization been abated, 
than the old quarrels about econom- 
ic and industrial conditions began 
.ill over again. 
Fierce battles be- 


gan to be waged over working hours, 
wages, the right of collective bar- 
gaining, all the familiar bones of 
contention between organized labor 
and organized capital. 


These disputes when followed by 


strikes or lockouts are injurious lo 
both parties. 
There is always a 


distinct 
cconhraic 
loss. 
Capital 


loses in curtailed production. Labor 
loses in cutting oft of its pay en- 
velope. 
But after all their suf- 


fering is as nothing compared to 
that of the third party at interest, 
tho innocent by-standers, the great 
American public, composed of mil- 
lions of men and women and their 
children who are allied to neither 
party to''the combat. 


1£ there is a great steel strike 


which goes 
on 
long 
enough, 
all 


business, all normal life is unsettled, 
because steel is the basic material 
of onr modern, complex, highly in- 
dustrialized existence. 
We feel the 


lack of steel in a thousand ways 
from the inability lo complete the 
construction of a necessary build- 
ing or bridge to a shortage in plows 
and other farming implements. 


'If there is a great railroad strike, 


the sniftering does not fall alone on 
the holders of railroad stocks nor 
upon the men who work on the 
roads. 
The American public bears 


the brunt in the curtailment of its 
food, its fuel, its clothing, of every- 
thing that enters into transportation 
by freight cars. 


IE there is a great coal miners' 


strike, a blow is struck directly ut 
all of us. 
Factories 
shut 
down 


:. arid we lose our jobs. 
Lighting 


plants shut down and we have no 
light. 
Gas plants shut down and 


we have no gas. We freeze in our 
homes. 
Our boasted civilization is 


knocked out 
of joint. 
Now tho 


continuation oC such conditions is 


. intolerable. It is un-American. 
It 


. is, lo put it bluntly, uncivilized. The 


trouble can't bo cured by repressive 
legislation. 
Labor will not willing- 


ly give up the right io quit nor will 
capital yield the right to lock up 
the factories. 


Some new way must be found; 


some method not copied .from the 
experiments 
made 
in Europe or 


Canada or Australia. 
There must 


be an American way of settling in- 
dustrial disputes 
between 
Amer- 


icans. 
That way must be otic in 


which the great American 
public 


will be a deciding voice and factor, 
because when all is said and done 
the great Arcericiui public is the 
goat in all these disputes.—N. E.'A.

:here finds a slight respite and is 
able to purchase a pbnnd or two, 
jut in the main there is none to be 
lad. 


In much better circumstances are 


lie people across tho water, who 
arc getting our sugar, while the 
domestic supply continues to shrink. 
The foreign consumer is paying con- 
siderably more a pound tban we are, 
but at least, he is getting it. 
Peo- 


ple in this country would gladly pay 
more than the present price if the 
;ugnr were in the retail market. 


There are importers in this coun- 


.ry who have large supplies of 
sugar on hand bought for export 
rade, which they would sell for 
loiucstic use were it riot for the 
fact that (he price they had to 
)ay for it is in excess of the price 
.hey would have to sell it for at 
lomc. 


Federal Food Administrator Wil- 


iams of Jfew York has advanced a 
ilan to amend tho regulations gov- 
erning the sale of sngar in this 
country, so as to allow a dealer 
who bought for export to sell the 
sugar here at a price but slightly 
greater than he paid. 
ITc first 


would bo required, however, to show 
what it cost him at the refinery, who 
has handled it and the basis of the 
profit he demands. 
If such a plan 


vere pushed to reality the vexing 
situation might commence to clear. 


JAPANESE REGRETS 


In Japan, as in this country, a 


certain element is making a big fuss 
over the peace 
treaty 
and 
the 


league 
of 
Nations. 
The privy 


louncil favors the impeachment of 
'remicr Hara and the 
delegation 


o the peace conference on account 
of the unsatisfactory peace terms 
mposed upon Japan. 
Specifically 


be critics say that a great rnis- 
akc was made when the racial 
ssue was brought up. 
Moreover, 


it is mooted that had the Japan- 
ese delegation been 
attentive to 


justness, it might have secured for 
Japan, control of the Sonth Sea 
Islands just as the United States 
insisted upon the recognition of tho 
Monroe Doctrine and other conces- 
sions. 
It would seem that tak- 


ing a hint from the exclusive pol- 
icy of the 
United 
Slates, Japan 


wants to establish a counterpart of 
the Monroe Doctrine in the far cist 
for her own benefit and protection. 


That the racial question was turned 


down by the powers has evidently 
vexed the Japanese statesmen, and 
l!ie 
responsible 
authorities arc. 


therefore, criticized for falling be- 
hind in the diplomatic game. Gen 
oral dissatisfaction with 
her 


and rcslivencss 
seem 
to be the 


chief symptoms of the disease un- 
der which Japan is suffering. When 
properly diagnosed it may be set 
down as an unhealthy national am- 
bition.

ceased after four weary years of 
war.

Tlio use of bear-traps by Alabama 


moonshiners to catch revenue agents 
is a. new kind of strategy in an 
old 


form ot war/arc. Spring-traps to catch 
trespassers are a time-honored device 
in England, now forbidden by law ex- 
cept that householders may set such 
traps on their premises between Bun- 
rtown and sunrise. An eicltlng episode 
in one of Thomas Hardy's novels in- 
volves the use of a man-trap to crip- 
ple a rival in love. 


Perhaps a strain of English ancestry 


in Alabama moonshiners account for 
the adaptation of the bear-trap to this 
defensive use. But tho fact is of less 
interest as an illustration of tho sur- 
vival of custom than as a hint of fu- 
ture developments in the irrepressible 
conflict 
between 
makers of Illicit 


whiskey and government agents. The 
passage by both houses of congress of 
tho drastic prohibition 
enforcement 


act means tho extension of the war- 
fare Into new fields. 
With all whis- 


key contraband and all makers 
and 


distributors of it moonshiners In eftect, 
it Is apparent that the suppression of 
Illicit dlstillinc will 'require an army 
of officials and provike an increased 
resistance to the law. 


As respects mountain stills, raiding 


them with the necessity of flrst run- 
ning tho cauntlet of bear-trap 
de- 


fenses will add a new hazard to the 
work of revenue agents. Will moon- 
shiners yet resort to poisonous 
gas 


and other modern methods of military 
defence?
